SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  renovation  and  refurbishing  of  the  Town  Hall,  a  project 
initiated  in  1974,  has  been  continued  during  the  period  under  review. 
Wall  to  wall  carpeting,  two  conference  tables,  chairs,  as  well  as 
other  necessary  office  equipment  grace  the  new  quarters  upstairs 
to  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  where  the  Selectmen,  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Highway  Safety  Com- 
mittee regularly  meet  and  where  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  maintains  an  office.  The  task  of  housecleaning  the  upstairs 
assembly  hall  and  providing  a  more  suitable  working  area  for  the 
Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  (office  space  formerly  used  by  the 
Selectmen)  has  already  begun  and  will  be  completed  in  1978.  The 
floor  of  the  main  assembly  hall,  marred  by  unsightly  stains,  has 
been  given  a  thorough  cleaning.  The  lavatory  facilities  in  the  base- 
ment will  have  been  modernized  by  Town  Meeting  time. 

An  inventory  of  Town  property  was  undertaken  by  Walter 
AVeeden,  a  task  for  which  he  volunteered.  The  Selectmen  deeply 
appreciate  his  efforts. 

From  time  to  time  property  owners  have  surveys  made  of  their 
land.  The  Selectmen  would  appreciate  receiving  copies  of  such  sur- 
veys in  order  that  they  may  be  compared  with  the  Town  Tax  Map 
for  the  purpose  of  entering  any  necessary  corrections.  The  Tax 
Map  is   updated   each   year. 

Property  Inventory  Forms  provide  essential  information  to 
enable  your  Selectmen  to  carry  out  their  responsibilities  with  in- 
creased efficiency.  All  taxpayers  are  reminded  that  failure  to  return 
completed  inventory  forms  by  April  15,  1978  may  disqualify  them 
for  consideration  should  they  subsequently  wish  to  file  tax  appeals. 
Furthermore,  it  should  be  noted  that  legislation  has  recently  been 
enacted  establishing  a  penalty  for  failure  to  return  an  inventory. 
An  inventory  form  is  enclosed  with  each  Annual  Town  Report 
mailed. 

x\n  ordinance  passed  by  vote  of  the  townspeople  last  ^.ear  s'-aies 
"No  abandoned  vehicle  shall  be  left  exposed  on  any  property  for 
longer  than  one  year.  A  fine  of  not  less  than  $10  for  each  day  of 
violation  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  this  ordinance  shall 
apply".  Since  complaints  have  been  registered  with  the  Selectmen 
regarding  such  derelicts,  necessary  action  will  be  taken  to  assure 
their  removal. 

The  total  budget  request  for  1978  is  $421,249.04.  Under  Article 
3  it  will  be  observed  that  slightly  higher  sums  are  being  requested 
for  Social  Security  Payments,  Insurance  and  Street  Lighting,  which 
reflect  the  ever-increasing  cost  of  these  items  or  services.  A  new 
item.  Animal  Damage,  is  included  under  this  Article  to  cover  ne- 
cessary expenses  in  this  domain. 

Article  6  calls  for  a  slightly  higher  assessment  than  last  year  to 


cover  the  Town's  share  of  the  operating  costs  of  the  Central  New 
Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  requested  sum 
represents  60  cents  per  resident  (Town's  popvilation  figured  at  828 
for  the  purpose  of  this  assessment).  It  should  be  noted  that  this  as- 
sessment rate  is  the  lowest  of  all  the  Regional  Planning  Commissions 
in  the  State. 

Article  9,  pertaining  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Town  Tax 
Map,  reflects  a  substantially  higher  budget  request  than  last  year. 
One  reason  for  this  increase  is  due  to  a  backlog  of  entries  to  be 
made  to  the  Tax  Map  which  accumulated  because  of  the  unavail- 
ability of  the  person  assigned  to  this  task.  Furthermore,  it  should 
be  noted  that  the  increasing  number  of  sub-divisions  being  regis- 
tered each  year  requires  considerably  more  changes  in  the  Town 
Tax  Map. 

Article  14.  The  actual  cost  to  the  Town  for  a  Police  Cruiser, 
after  deducting  the  financial  subsidy  provided  by  Federal  funds, 
will  be  approximately  $5,460.  We  recommend  using  a  portion  of  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  be  received  to  cover  this  balance. 

Before  closing  our  report,  we  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  one 
of  Deering's  outstanding  young  citizens  —  Miss  Susan  SaflFord.  Sue, 
daughter  of  Lt.  Col.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Safford,  was  crowned  "Miss 
New  Hampshire  National  Teen-Ager"  in  Plymouth,  N.H.  this 
past  June.  Sue  went  on  to  represent  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in 
the  "Miss  National  Teen-Ager  Pageant"  in  Atlanta.  Sincere  con- 
gratulations to  Sue.

Marguerite  Dutton  attended  the  hearing  held  in  Concord  in 
February  on  the  proposed  "bottle  bill"  which  was  before  the  Legis- 
lature, 

March  brought  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  two  long  standing 
members  of  the  Commission,  Carroll  E.  Greene  and  Robert  P. 
Nugent.  They  were  replaced  by  Ellen  Wawrzynski  and  Frank  Per- 
reault. 

Nearly  40  public-spirited  persons  were  served  lunch  in  Sherwood 
Hall  after  a  morning  of  community  work  picking  up  debris  from 
Deering's  roadsides.  We  hope  more  will  make  plans  now  to  join 
us  next  May  so  that  ALL  our  roadsides  can  be  cleaned. 

Once  again  a  young  person's  attendance  at  the  Youth  Conser- 
vation Camp  was  sponsored  by  the  Commission,  On  her  return, 
Pierrette  Bilodeau  gave  a  full  report  of  her  week's  stay  at  camp. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  State  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission  for  a  non-point  pollution  survey  in 
Deering,  Louise  Crossman  undertook  this  task  and  made  a  compre- 
hensive report  of  her  findings.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

There  were  no  serious  problems  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Board 
of  Health  this  past  year.  There  were  a  few  instances  where  violations 
of  the  health  standards  were  observed  and  corrective  action  was 
taken. 

The  Health  Officer  attended  the  Monadnock  Region  Associ- 
ation's second  annual  Town  Health  Officer's  Meeting  on  January 
11,  when  topics  of  mutual  interest  on  the  state  and  local  level  were 
discussed. 

The  Deering  Lake  water  was  not  tested  this  year  as  the  Health 
Officer  was  told  by  the  N.H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  that  spot  checks  once  a  year  around  the  lake  would  not 
provide  significant  data  as  to  the  quality  of  the  lake  water.  The}^ 
did  suggest,  however,  that  with  a  specific  area  where  a  problem  might 
exist,  that  samples  be  taken  every  thirty  days  for  a  few  months  in

order  to  obtain  a  more  accurate  finding  of  that  particular  area.  The 
Health  Officer  would  suggest  that  he  be  informed  of  any  such  area 
in  order  that  tests  of  the  water  might  be  made. 

"Noise  Pollution"  in  the  form  of  high  powered  non-baffled 
motor  boats  still  persists  on  Deering  Lake.  What  a  tragedy  in  the 
democratic  svstem  that  such  a  nuisance  cannot  be  eliminated!  The 
majority  must  put  up  with  the  foolishness  and  inconsideracies  of  a 

few! 

As  a  member  of  the  iMedical  Needs  Committee  of  the  Hillsboro 
Chamber  of  Commerce  the  Health  Officer  is  pleased  to  report  that 
the  new  Hillsboro  Medical  Center  building  will  be  open  on  Feb- 
ruary 1,  and  will  be  staffed  by  two  full  time  physicians.  How  for- 
tunate the  community  is  to  have  such  a  well  staffed  facility  available 
for  its  use. 

The  Health  Officer  asks  that  any  Deering  resident  or  non- 
resident who  has  a  question  or  problem  regarding  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  community,  please  feel  free  to  contact  him.  Deer- 
ing is  a  good  town  with  good  people.  Let's  keep  it  that  way!

limitations  of  the  contract  with  the  publishers.  Also,  we  searched 
for  more  information  on  particular  subjects.  Reading  and  correcting 
the  preliminary  proof  and  finally  the  page  proof  took  a  lot  of  time. 

We  hope  the  pictures  selected  from  the  many  submitted  will 
lead  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  history  -  again  a  limitation  on  the 
number  was  set  by  the  contract.  The  publishers  met  with  us  several 
times  during  the  year  suggesting  and  eliminating  material.  Some 
pictures  we  should  have  liked  to  include  were  left  out  because  of 
their  photographic  quality.

The  response  to  the  suggestion  that  people  reserve  copies  of  the 
history  before  publication  has  been  gratifying  since  we  need  more 
than  the  contract  price  to  pay  for  printing  maps  to  accompany  the 
history,  promotional  material  and  other  incidentals. 

Evangeline  Poling's  gracious  acceptance  of  the  necessity  ro 
shorten  the  manuscript  made  the  History  Committee's  work  much 
easier.  William  Kulbacki's  sketches  scattered  throughout  the  text 
are  a  pleasing  addition. 

A  typing  class  of  the  Hillsboro-Deering  High  School  did  much 
of  the  preliminary  typing,  and  final  typing  was  done  partly  by  Kathy 
Johnson  and  Thomas  Copadis,  but  mainly  by  Jane  Dutton  to  whom 
we  are  deeply  indebted. 

The  Town's  contribution  of  $4,000  has  enabled  us  to  meet  the 
payments  set  forth  in  the  contract,  and  now  only  the  final  payment 
(which  is  to  be  made  upon  delivery  of  the  books)  remains  to  be  me^, 
along  with  the  cost  of  map  reproduction,  etc.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  PM  at  the  Town  Hall.  We  are  very  proud  of  our 
new  meeting  room  with  its  fine  accommodations  and  wish  to 
thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  voters  of  the  Town  for  making  the 
much  needed  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall. 

It  was  a  great  loss  to  the  Planning  Board  when  both  Dr.  James 
Carew  and  Willis  Merrill  resigned  from  the  Board  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  two  alternate  members,  Ronald  Elliott  and  John 
Ramsay  were  appointed  as  regular  members  in  their  places.  Jay 
Taft  and  Bud  Bartlett  are  the  new  alternates.  At  the  April  meeting 
Robert  Nugent  was  elected  chairman,  Ronald  Elliott  vice-chairman, 
and  Beverly  Yeaple  secretary. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Board.  13  applications  for 
subdivisions  were  received,  11  hearings  were  held,  and  12  subdivisions 
were  approved,  resulting  in  about  40  additional  building  lots.  1 
subdivision  was  disapproved.  In  addition,  a  subcommittee  devoted 
a  great  deal  of  time  revising  the  Subdivision  Regulations.  After 
review  by  Town  Counsel  and  approval  by  the  full  Board  a  public 
hearing  will  be  held  to  explain  the  changes  and  hopefully  make 
further  improvements  to  the  regulations. 

Aiost  of  the  subdivisions  were  quite  small  and   attracted   little 
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attention.  However,  when  the  over  400-acre  DriscoU  Farm  was  sold 
we  had  our  first  real  challenge.  At  the  public  hearing  many  points 
were  raised  about  the  roads,  size  of  lots,  t)^pes  of  buildings,  etc. 
Most  of  these  problems  were  resolved  before  the  subdivision  was 
approved.  Only  33  additional  building  lots  are  being  formed  (7  of 
these  were  not  approved  in  the  1977  calendar  year).  We  appreciate 
the  interest  and  concern  of  the  Towns  people  which  helped  im- 
mensely in  keeping  the  impact  of  this  development  to  a  minimum. 
We  hope  they  will  continue  to  show  interest  in  our  work  and  help 
us  to  improve  our  regulations  to  provide  the  best  possible  guidance 
of  the  inevitable  growth  of  our  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens 
in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe. 
He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state 
sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  %  of  1%  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/ cities.  The  state  also 
support  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  sup- 
plies for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for 
the  past  25  years.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING 

MARCH  8,  1977 

A  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Deering 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  was  called  to  order  at  IPM  on 
March  8th  1977. 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Total  ballots  cast  207. 

Selectman  for  three  years  -  Roland  F.  Q)te  -  147  Elected.  Car- 
roll E.  Greene  -  47  and  R.  Burton  Johnson  -  8. 

Town  Clerk  &  Treasurer  -  Clara  T.  Rich  -  198. 

Tax  Collector  -  Eleanor  B.  Fitzpatrick  -  185. 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  Three  Years  -  Edna  S.  Yeaple  -  188. 

Library  Trustee  for  Three  Years  -  Peggy  Nugent  -  186. 

Auditors  -  Marjorie  Heath  -  184  and  Dorothy  Wood  -  176. 

On  March  10,  1977  articles  2  through  29  were  voted.  The  meet- 
ing was  opened  with  a  Salute  to  the  Flag  followed  by  a  prayer.  It 
was  voted  that  this  Town  Meeting  or  any  recess  or  adjournment 
thereof,  not  pass  over  any  article  nor  reconsider  any  vote  except 
for  technical  corrections. 

Article  2.  It  was  moved  that  the  Town  Meeting  express  the 
sense  of  the  meeting  to  congratulate  the  Selectmen  for  their  frugal 
and  careful  fiscal  management  resulting  in  a  proposed  budget  which 
may  permit  a  reduction  of  almost  6%  in  the  total  taxes  to  be  raised. 
Moved  without  dissent.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Officers,  Agents,  Committies,  and  Auditors  for  the  year  1976. 

Article  3.  It  was  voted,  49  yes  -  18  no,  to  rescind  its  action  taken 
at  the  1972  Annual  Town  Meeting  whereby  it  was  voted  to  have 
two  sessions  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following 
sums  of  money:  Town  Officers  Salaries  $8,000.00;  Town  Officers 
Expenses  $8,200.00;  Election  and  Registration  $500.00;  Town  Build- 
ings and  the  purchase  of  Office  equipment  $4,000.00;  Social  Secturity 
Payments  $2,600.00;  Insurance  $4,000.00;  Damages  and  Legal  Expen- 
ses $1,200.00;  Dumps  and  Trash  Removal  $8,500.00;  Vital  Statistics 
$25.00;  Street  Lighting  $1,100.00;  Library  $35.00;  Town  Poor  $1,800.00 
Old  age  assistance  $1,200.00;  Aid  to  Totally  Disabled  $750.00;  Ceme- 
tery Care  $500.00;  and  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  year  1977. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  auction 
property  taken  by  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  7.  It  was  voted  to  continue  membership  in  the  Central 
New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $429.00  for  the  Town's  share  of  the  operating 
costs  of  said  commission. 
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Article  8.  Monadnock  Region  Association  article  failed  for  a 
second. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300.00  for  the  current  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  sum  of  $250.00  for  the  current  operating  expenses  of  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  continuing  and  making  corrections  to  the  Town  Tax  Map. 

Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$8,500.00  for  the  Police  Department  and  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the 
Fire  Department,  and  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  Civil  Defense. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$7,500.00  to  continue  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall,  including 
the  furbishing  of  the  new  town  offices  and  the  installation  of  a  fire 
escape  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 

Article  13.  and  13 A.  It  was  voted  to  combine  13  &  13 A.  The 
ammended  articles  to  read  as  follows,  It  was  voted  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $70,200.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  highway  grader, 
and  that  such  sum  be  raised  bv  the  following  actions,  a.  Authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $12,000.00  for  the  same  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assis- 
tance Act  of  1972,  and  B.  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $22,500.00 
from  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund  and  C.  Authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
"trade-in"  the  currently  owned  grader  for  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
$20,000.00  and  D.  authorize  the  raising  of  the  necessary  balance  by 
taxation. 

Article  14.  It  was  voted  to  delete  part  (3)  of  the  article.  Voted 
as  follows.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  (1) 
$33,000.00  for  road  maintenance;  (2)  $11,500.00  for  the  General 
Expenses  of  the  Highway  Department.  (3)  and  to  raise  by  State 
Grant,  Highway  Subsidy,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,980.51  to 
be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Town  Highways  under  the  pro- 
visions of  RSA  241:14  as  amended.  (Deleted  $9,000  for  sealing) 

Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,130.39  to  secure  Town  Road  Aid.   (State  share  $7,535.96) 

Article  16.  Negative  vote  on  raising  $5,000  for  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

Article  17.  Negative  vote  on  using  Revenue  Sharing  for  off  sets. 

Article  18.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  the  support  of  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad  and  the  sum 
of  $50.00  for  the  Weare  Rescue  Squad. 

Article  19.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  contributions  to  neighboring  Towns  which  provide 
nursing  services  to  the  residents  of  Deering. 

Article  20.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  for  publishing  the  Deering  Town  History. 
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Article  21.  Negative  vote  on  contributions  to  Fuller  Librarv. 

Article  22.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  f  1.00 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  lease  agreement  with 
the  New  Hampshire  Resources  Board  to  lease  for  a  period  of  fift\' 
(50)  years  a  certain  parcel  of  land  adjacent  to  Reservoir  Dam  on 
Deering  Reservoir. 

Article  23.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  a 
Road  to  be  named  Blueberry  Hill  Road,  as  shown  on  Plan  entitled 
"Blueberry  Hill  Subdivision;  prepared  by  DiBernardo  Associates 
as  drawing  #73-461,  dated  July  21,  1975,  as  a  Town  Road. 

Article  24.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply 
for  and  accept  grants  of  Federal  or  State  Aid  or  both,  relative  to 
disasters,  civic  improvements,  highway  safety,  and  the  detection, 
deterrence,  and  apprehension  of  crime  or  criminals,  any  or  all  as 
may  be  available,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
article. 

Article  25.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  or  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any  Federal  or  State 
surplus  fire  or  highway  equipment. 

Article  26.  It  was  voted  to  ratify  the  following  Ordinances  en- 
acted by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Acted  on  by  Ammendments  to 
read  as  follows, 

Ordinance  relating  to  Vehicular  traffic. 
Be  it  ordained  that  in  order  to  preserve  the  Town  Highways  that 
all  Town  of  Deering  Roads  be  closed  to  trucking  (pickup  trucks 
under  16,000  lbs.  gross  vehicle  weight;  emergency  vehicles,  fuel  de- 
livery vehicles,  food,  fodder  and  feed  delivery  vehicles,  milk  vehicles, 
road  agent  vehicles,  and  school  buses  excluded)  during  the  period 
from  March  1st  to  Mav  15th,  or  until  declared  open  bv  the  Select- 
men. 

Condition  of  External  Property  Ordinance. 
Be    it   resolved    and    ordained    that    the    following   provisions    shall 
apply  to  the  condition  of  external  property  in  the  Town  of  Deering. 

(1)  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  storage  of  discarded  machinery, 
vehicles,  or  other  scrap  materials  shall  be  maintained  in  any  district 
unless  the  storage  area  for  this  material  is  fenced  so  that  it  is  not 
visible  from  any  public  road. 

(2)  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  any  district  shall  permit 
fire  or  other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  shall  remove  same  to  ground  level 
within  two  years. 

(3)  No  inoperable  vehicle  shall  be  left  on  any  property  ex- 
posed to  public  view,  for  longer  than  one  year.  A  fine  of  $10.00  for 
each  day  of  violation  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  this 
ordinance  shall  apply. 

The  vote  was  60  for  passage,  13  against. 

Article  27.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
1325.00  as  a  contribution  to  the  Contoocook  Valley  Mental  Health 
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Center. 

Article  28.  It  was  voted  to  have  Bill  Kulbacki  do  a  line  drawing 
for  the  cover  of  Next  Years  Town  Report. 

Article  29.  It  was  voted  to  adjourn  without  date  at  10:20  PM.
